It  lies  behind  a heavy-handed  propa-  i 
ganda  which,  of  lessening  use  In  the  Reich,  has  l 
fallen  very  flat  outalde  of  IL  The  Qerman  idea  j 
of  propaganda  la  to  invent  a bogey  to  frighten 
the  world.  Let  us  examine  the  latest  one.  espe- 
cially made -in -Germany  to  frighten  us. 

*'8o  far  the  Qerman  thesis  that  Stalin  In  some 
form  or  other  claims  the  whole  of  Europe  has 
, Always  proved  true,"  a Berlin  propagandist  an- 
nounced with  unshakable  convIcUon  this  week.  - 
If  he  had  labelled  It  ‘propaganda"  he  could  not 
have  made  his  meaning  more  clear.  There  was  a 
new  bogey  with  which  to  frighten  an  unrelenting 
world.  Russia,  with  unbeaten  armies,  would 
sweep  through  Europe  and  conquer  the  world. 
Or  Russian . Ideologies  would  achieve  the  same 
result,  in  a post-war  world,  without  arms  Either 
and  both  meanings  were  implied. 

Of  course,  when  It  Is  regarded  eloaely,  the  new 
bogey  Is  very  much  like  Its  predecessor.  That  said 
outright  that  Bolshevism  would  sweep  dvillaa-  1 
tion  away  In  Europe.  Great  Britain,  we  were  told, 
was  sabotaging  Europe  by  not  fighting  Bolahev-  1 
lam  But  Britain  and  the  rest  of  Lhe  free  world  i 
was  not  frightened.

If  the  free  world  were  Teutonic  minded  perhaps 
such  a clumsy  device  might  serve  There  is  no 
doubt  at  all  that  people  in  the  Reich  fear  Russia.  ( 
and  not  without  abundant  cause— a cause  which  i 


Germany  herself  has  supplied.  No  nation  can 
burn  villages,  torture  their  inhabitants,  shoot  the 
crippled  and  the  aged,  and  be  loved  for  it.  Ger- 
mans have  done  that  on  Russian  soli.  But  with 
the  outalde  world  the  case  Is  different  again.  Free 
peoples  have  followed  the  facts  of  the  war.  facts 
denied  to  the  censored  people  of  Germany.  Free 
peoples  have  heard  Premier  8talin's  pledge  that 
Russia  would  fight  while  one  single  German  sol- 
dier remained  on  Russian  soil,  and.  after  that, 
as  long  as  was  necessary  to  secure  the  uncon-  i 
dltlonal  surrender  of  Nazism  and  Fascism.  But  , 
free  people  have  not  heard  Russia  or  any  of  her 
spokesmen  say  they  coveted  European  territory, 
or  that  they  had  become  dissatisfied  with  their  i 


For  a time  German  propagandists  played  on  the 
differences  In  Eastern  and  Western  modes  of 
political  thought.  Then  they  harped  upon  re- 
ligious themes.  Before  the  dissolution  of  the 
Comintern,  Oerman*  stressed  what  they  said 
were  Bolshevist  alms  at  world  revolution.  Now 
It  is  the  "thesis”  of  a Russian  army  which  wants 
the  "whole  of  Europe.”  There  may  be  people 
Inside  of  Germany  who  will  shiver  at  that  bogey. 
Outside  In  the  free  world  people  will  only  laugh 
aL  it,  seeing  1U  origin  and  the  cause  For  this  Is 
certain:  men  who  have  suffered  and  bled  on  the 
same  side  in  a war  do  not  afterwards  fight  among 
Ihejnselve*.  Russia,  the  largest  country  terri- 
torially, has  not  yet  raised  Lhe  cry  of  "lebens- 
raum."  A was  Germany  did  that. 

DEEP  INTO  GERMANY 

The  Royal  Air  Force,  with  Canadian  squadrons 
assisting,  reached  deep  Into  the  heart  of  Germany 
In  the  latest  night  raid  upon  Nurnberg,  the 
Nuremberg  of  news  dispatches.  A manufacturing 
centre  now.  with  skilled  metal  and  precision 
trades  and  a swollen ' wartime  population  of 
workers  transferred  from  the  Ruhr.  Nurnberg  Is 
the  second  largest  city  of  Bavaria  and  Its  chief 
Industrial  centre.  It  Is  also  an  important  Junction 
for  rail  and  canal  systems,  and  the  hub  of  much 
wartime  production  that  Germany  had  been 
forced  to  move  from  elsewhere. 

The  raid,  we  are  told,  was  a heavy  one.  British 
machines  easily  picked  out  the  Pegnitz  River, 
upon  which  Nurnberg  stands,  and  selected  given 
targets  with  Utile  difficulty.  Anti-aircraft  fire 
was  weak,  and  although  German  night  fighters 
were  In  the  air  they  do  not  appear  to  have  been 
aggressive  In  the  face  of  a massed  and  concen- 
trated bombing  force  From  its  location,  Nurn- 
berg demonstrates  once  more  the  ability  of  the 
AlUea  to  reach  any  part  of  Oermony  that  they 
with.  It  is  deep  in  the  land,  some  270  miles 
southwest  of  Berlin. 

There  Is  irony  in  the  present  uses  of  the  city 
and  what  It  once  stood  for.  Nurnberg  was  once 
the  centre  of  German  art.  Its  painters,  writers 
and  sculptors  were  Internationally  known.  Its 
clockmakers  were  famous.  It  was  the  resort  of 
Oerman  patricians,  and  Its  castle  the  residence 
of  the  Hohenxollerns  through  some  generations. 
Many  of  1U  red-tiled  buildings  go  back  to  the 
Sixteenth  Century,  although  a heavy  type  of 
Gothic  architecture  formed  the  principal  facade 
of  the  city.  In  peacetime  It  was  a noted  manu- 
facturing centre,  and  In  war  the  location  of  many 
special  factories,  turning  out  precision -made 
equipment. 

Situated  124  miles  by  rail  northwest  of  Munich, 
Nurnberg  was  also  at  times  the  gathering  place  i 
of  the  Nazi  party  and  Its  leaders.  That  was  In 
the  days,  however,  when  Marshal  Goerlng  was 
saying  that  Oerman  skies  were  Oerman.  and 
therefore  safe.  The  sharp,  over-night  British 
raid  on  named  and  selected  targets  makes  a 
strange  commentary  on  that  fading  and  time- 
worn boast.
